— T h e E ven in g T e le g r a p h Saturday 
I anno unced the death o f Charles Wilso n, 
\ killed at Ro chelle while driving at the 
races there o n Friday . 
The y o ung man 
died abo ut an ho ur befo re we went to 
press Saturday . 
He was ag ed twenty -six 
y ears, much lo ved and respected ut his 
ho me in Sterliug where his parents live. 
He had been twelve y ears assistant po st­ 
master in that city . 
The Gazette, which 
speaks in the hig hest terms o f him, has 
the fo llo wing acco unt o f the accident 
which caused his death, and as the y o ung 
. man was well kno wn in this city we g ive 
the particulars: Charles R. Wilso n was 
the o wner o f the tro tting ho rse Zulu, an 
| animal o f pheno menal speed, but o ne 
which he has been unfo rtunate in pro cur­ 
ing trainers fo r, and much ag ainst his will 
felt it necessary to tro t tho animal him 
self. 
Friday mo rning he left Sterling in 
excellent spirts, as his bro ther Frank tells 
us, but later o n it wo uld seem that he 
was o verwhelmed with presentiments; fo r 
po stmaster Furlo ng , o f Ro chelle, who 
kno ws him well, say s that ho was no t 
himself thro ug ho ut the day ; seeming de­ 
pressed in spirits, a frame o f mind no t at 
all usual with him, fo r he was o f a cheery 
1 temperament, alway s ready with a pleas­ 
ant wo rd. 
Was it that whisper came to 
him o f what was to fo llo w? 
Who can 
tell? The race was called, and two heats 
tro tted, Zulu winning bo th, but the seco ud 
heat was declared ag ainst him. 
Charlie 
was in his rig ht place sco ring his ho rse 
fo r the third heat and had the iuside o f 
the track, when at the first sho rt turn the 
ho rse Alkali, driven by William Webber, 
came alo ng at a hig h speed and rushing 
into Charlie, the vehicles lo cked wheals. 
Webber wa9 thro wn o ut and Alkali turn­ 
ed abo ut, g o ing at a mad pace, Charlie 
was thro wn fo rward, as so me say , w ith 
o ne leg between the “ rest” and the thills, 
and with o ne hand ho lding o n to the 
brace, with the o ther he was try ing to 
sto p his ho rse, at the same time talking to 
it with the same o bject in view. 
When 
well alo ng o n tho back stretch, Alkali g o ­ 
ing at a terrific speed, rush into Zulu, 
driving o ne o f the shafts to a depth o f 
several inches, m under the sho ulder 
blade. 
Bo th ho rses came heavily to the 
g ro und, and then arising , rushed madly , 
witho ut drivers, aro und the track. 
Mr. 
Wilso n was by the co llisio u pitched fo r­ 
ward into the air at a distance vario usly 
estimated fro m ten to twenty feet, falling 
heavily upo n his head. 
There was g reat­ 
est excitement amo ng the spectato rs and 
the cro wd rushed fo rward to the pro strate 
man. 
He wus tenderly bo rne to the 
Brackett Ho use and a number o f phy si­ 
cians sent fo r. 
Examinatio n revealed 
that his jaw was bro ken in two places o n 
the rig ht side and iu o ne o n the left. Be­ 
sides he had received a co ncussio n o f the 
brain, which his phy sicia ns pro no unced 
fatal, and teleg rams were at o nce sent to 
Sterling . 
This was abo ut 4:30 o ’clo ck p. 
m. Charlie’s father went up o n the 8 
o ’clo ck freig ht. 
He did no t reco g nize his 
relatives; he knew no bo dy . 
At Sterling , 
there was intense excitement aud univer­ 
sal reg ret and sy mpathy was expressed.' 
Cro wds were at the depo t and at the tele­ 
g raph o ffice, to receive teleg raphic tiding s 
which came every few mo ments. 
So me 
remained at the depo t thro ug h the nig ht.

Ev en 
the Ro ckfo rd Reg ister, the mo st rantank- 
ero us ho wler fo r mo re co u rts, stated o n 
Saturday that J udg e Baily called the 
civil do cket entirely th ro u g h 
at Freep o rt 
o n Tuesday o nly to find that 
n o t a case 
was ready fo r trial. Ju d g e Baily cu t 
sho rt his visit in Eu ro p e and hurried 
lo me because it was claimed that there 
was g reat suffering here fo r the want o f a 
J udg e to ho ld o ur co urts, o nly to find that 
the cases are no t ready fo r trial—no t o ne 
o f them. 
“ Wo to ld y o u so !” 
But the 
Reg ister is bo und to have a place where 
clients are pining fo r a judg e and as there 
appears to be no v&y g reat demand up 
that way it turns its attentio n to Lee 
co unty and sends up the fo llo wing wail 
in o ur behalf—quite unnecessary ho w­ 
ever, we believe: 
“ But wait till the judg e g ets do wn to 
Lee co unty . 
lie ’ll find a do cket there so 
co vered with mo ss and fung us fro m ag e 


| that he can hardly o pen it. 
They do »»ay 
that at the last term when the judg e un­ 
derto o k to call the do cket he was hamper- 
j ed by the facts that either plaintiff o r de­ 
fendant o r bo th were dead, o r o ne o f the 
atto rney s was under the g ro und, o r the 
cause o f actio n was dead, o r the entries 
I were so y ello w with ag e that they co uld 
! no t be read. 
Verily , when J udg e Baily 
j beg ins pro dding amo ng these leg al anti­ 
quities he will feel like an archio lo g ist 
amo ng the ruins o f Po mpeii.” 
Well, we shall see. 
J udg e Kellum will, 
we believe, o pen co urt here to day , nnd 
its do llars to cents that when he calls the 
do cket there will no t be a case ready fo r 
trial. 
We are inclined to the tho ug ht 
that the J udg e mig ht have enjo y ed a visit 
o f a mo nth o r so in Euro pe and still the 
blind g o ddess wo uld no t have shed a tear 
o f reg ret o n acco unt o f her circuit co urt 
business suffering very much fo r want o f 
attentio n.

S io u x City, Iowa, S ep t 19 .- T h e jury in 
the case of Fred Munchrath, J r., charged 
with the murder of Rev , 
George C. 
Had­ 
dock, after being out silica 0:3 d Saturday 
night, 
came into court Sunday and an­ 
nounced a v erdict of manslaughter. 
From 
the time the jury retired until about noon 
Sunday no inkling was obtained of their de­ 
liberations, although v arious rumors were 
current during tha forenoon. 
Shortly before 
noon a bailiff was dispatched to find J udge 
W akefield and inform him that the jury had 
agreed on a v erdict. It was some time before 
the judge could be found, and it was nearly 2 
o'clock when the jury filed into the t ox and 
handed the jndgo the following v erdict: 
“ We, the jury , find the defendant, Fred 
Munchrath, J r.. guilty of m anslaughter.” 
The jury was |» olled, and when each member 
was asked if this was his v erdict he answered 
“ Yes.” 
The ex treme penalty for manslaughter in 
Iowa is eight y ears. 
The defendant was ac- i 
companied by his father when he came into 
the court-room to hear the report of the 
jury . 
He was deathly pale, and mov ed 
about in his chair uneasily , it being appar­ 
ent that he was making a decided etTort to 
appear brav e and unconcerned. 
Ih o an­ 
nouncement of the v erdict did not appear to 
hav e any v isible effect upon him, and when 
his father loft the court-room the defendant 
remained in his chair. 
Counsel for the de­ 
fense gav e the custom ary notice of a mo­ 
tion for a new trial, but it is not thought 
that such motion will be granted by the 
court, os there is no error in tho record of 
ev idence, the only hope being on the con­ 
struction of the law, which holds an acces­ 
sory equally guilty with tho principal. 
J udge W akefield announced that sentence 
would be prouounced on Monday , Sept. 2G. 
In the meantime tho defendant is at liberty 
on bond. 
It is reliably learned that tho jury 
on the first ballot stood fiv e for acquittal and 
sev en for conv iction of murder in the first 
degre,? . 
On the second ballot tho v ote stood 
tw o for acquittal. 
The remaining ballots 
were taken to determine the degroo of guilt, 
and it was not until morning that the question 
of m anslaughter was considered. 
One juror, 
J ames Collins, said that ho could not see that 
the ev idence warranted conv iction of murder 
in the first degree, and would not v ote for 
such a sentence if lie stay ed there during the 
rem ainder of his life. 
The verdict is considerable of a surprise 
here, where tho facts are all known. 
The 
failure cf securing a conviction in the Arens- 
dorf case ai.d the apparen t lack of interest in 
the present trial had led all 
to believe tha t 
tho jury would not do more than disagree. 
It is now hinted tha t M unchrath m ay be 
in­ 
duced to talk.

W HY BOILERS EXPLODE. 


A H oller Inspector E xpla ins Hi* Theory 
a nd T ells H ow to A v oid H a nger. 
Mr. Carroll drew a diagram of a lx>ilrr- 
liead in ou tline u pon the tab le. 
“ It’s 
like this,” he proceeded to explain slowly 
and delib erately: “ Here’s the water line 
in this b oiler.” 
And he drew a mu rk 
across the circle. 
“ Now it is the opinion of 1 » oiler men 
and other ex[**rts that the danger from 
minu te flaws and Assu res in the shell of 
the b oiler lies b elow the water line and 
not ab ove it. 
Ru t I have reached the 
conclu sion that from these little flaws 
that go u ndetected u pon the most minu te 
examination, the entire danger is entirely 
ab ove the water line. 
Now, mark you . 
I have fou nd from long and carefu l oto 
servation that from 75 to 80 per cent, of 
all b oiler explosions occu r at. u tou t 7 
o’clock in the morning or ab ou t the? time 
when the engine is b eing started u p. 
And that most, if not wholly, the b al­ 
ance of the percentage hapi» en at the 
starting time in the afternoon. 
Every 
locomotive b lows u p, you will perceive, 
at ab ou t the time it is leaving the depot. 
I was su rprised at the discovery of all 
this, inasmu ch as at the starting time in 
the morning toilers liave no more than 
ab ou t seventy-five pou nds pressu re of 
steam. 
That is not enou gh to explode, 1 
may say, the most defective of shells. 
“Then I thou ght it ou t and came to the 
conclu sion that all of the danger lay 
ab ove the water lino and from the minu te 
fissu res and pu nctu res in the shell. 
It is 
in this way: When the b oiler is shu t 
down after a day’s work, the condensa­ 
tion forms a vacu u m; b u t throu gh the 
little chinks and leaks ab ove the water 
line the air ru shes in. 
In the morning, 
when the toiler is fired u p and steam 
generated to seventy-five pou nds, this air 
cannot to ejected as rapidly a*s tnc 
vacu u m forces it in. 
There is then in 
the toiler fit) per cent, of water and 40 
per cent, of air. 
Tho first revolu tion 
thorou ghly mixed the water and tho air, 
and at seventy-five pou nds pressu re the 
air is expanded with great force, and at 
this first revolu tion the toiler exploded. 
“ To remedy this every engineer in 
Detroit is instru cted, b efore starting his 
fire, to pu ll his safety valve wide open 
u ntil steam is seen to come, throu gh ami 
then shu t the valve door and go on. 
“ Boilers u sed for agricu ltu ral pu rposes 
are very liab le to explode in consequ ence 
of taking water from a b arrel throu gh 
neglect of seeing to it that the b arrel is 
kept fu ll. 
If the b arrel is kept fu ll all 
wou ld to well, b u t it is allowed to lie- 
come empty or partly so, and then the 
pu mps su ck air, and when the air is in 
and fu lly expanded the b oiler mu st 
b u rst.” —Detroit Free Press.

In P la ce of Dymitnit» *. 
Wood powder has recently b een intro­ 
du ced as an explosive in the Belgian 
army in place of dynamite. 
The powder 
is ob tained b y treating ordinary sawdu st 
with a mixtu re of nitric and su lphu ric 
acids, which is afterward formed into 
cartridges b y means of powerfu l presses. 
To protect these cartridges from moistu re 
they are afterward covered with paraf­ 
fined paper. 
The instantaneou s produ c­ 
tion of the gases arising u pon the explo­ 
sion cau ses tho air in contact with the 
face su rface of the cartridge to act to 
some extent as a light tamping, and tho 
power of the explosion is directed to the 
other face. 
In comparative experiments 
made with wood powder and dynamite 
it was ascertained that, for equ al weights, 
charges of the first su b stance were at 
least as powerfu l its those of the second, 
and the resu lts were more regu lar.—Bos- 
I ton Bu dget.

There was something almost u ncanny 
in the air. 
We were only 3,000 feet u p, 
and still the pu lse grew qu icker, b reath­ 
ing was mere rapid, a little giddiness 
came occasionally, and there was a cu ri­ 
ou s sense of sou nd in the noontide still­ 
ness of the scene. 
Walking soon cau sed fatigu e, and we 
might have b een not a little u neasy 
ab ou t ou r apparent weakness, if ou r 
good fri« » nd, Maj. Scott, had not assu red 
u * that it was du e to tho change of ele- 
vation; that the same thing happened to 
him, and that it took only 
a few days to 
grow accu stomed. 
Beside that change, 
we sfieedily fou nd another. At LaGu aira, 
it hail toen u ncomfortab ly warm, not to 
say hot, hu t at Caracas a dou b le b lanket 
was always needed on one’s tod, and the 
mercu ry was rarely u p to 55 degs. b e­ 
fore 7 a. in. 
More than once a little 
fire wou ld have to*en thankfu lly wel­ 
comed. Native ladies wear white largely, 
hu t foreigners rarely find the air warm 
enou gh to ju stify a change from their 
homo attire. 
Streets in town are wide for the 
tropics, and well paved, thou gh with 
narrow sidewalks. 
As a ru le, hou ses » ire 
b u ilt of only one story, for fear of earth­ 
qu akes, su ch u s have devastated the city 
more than once in days gone b y. 
Ou t« *r 
walls are plain and sointor, hearing nr» 
relation 
to 
the 
lu xu riant 
interiors. 
Arou nd a spaciou s patio or cou rt, filled 
with trees, flowers, ornamental fru its and 
a fou ntain or two, the hou se spreads its 
colonnu de« and ojiens wide its doors. 
Forb idding enou gh to 
strangers, 
the 
portal is no sooner passed than the scene 
is one of tru e home like comfort, of 
**very accessory that taste u nd money ear« 
provide. 
They live like princes, 
t h*-w* 
Carnqu enos of the u ppermost grade, and 
their hospitality is as free as a Persian's 
They have carried the stu dy of entertain 
ing very far, ami their dinner parties 
wou ld to difficu lt to excel in New York 
or l'aris. 
Su ch floral decorations as 
adorn every tab le in Caracas cou ld onl\ 
to ob tained in New York at a first »*lnsv 
florist’s, and at great cost. 
It wou ld to* difficu lt to find in any 
land more charming women than the 
Caraqu enas. 
Spanish descent has given 
them a grace of figu re and of motion 
that is all their own. 
Their pu re mou n­ 
tain air and sans sou ci inode of life fu r­ 
nish a complexion that wou ld to verit­ 
ab le velou rs do rose, if they wou ld only 
keep detestab le powder away from it. 
Their constant association with distin­ 
gu ished natives and diplomatic foreigners 
who largely give tone to a capital, has 
promoted a qu ickness of mind as well as 
a cou rtly tou ring that accords with their 
fine figu res. 
And they have, toside, a 
politeness that is wholly native. 
We 
fou nd ou r acqu aintances of a month fast 
growing into friends totore tho good b y s 
tame, and wo are resolved to greet them 
again some day not Ux> far away. 
Among the leaders we were glad to see 
two of ou r own cou ntrywomen, who, al­ 
thou gh adopted Venezu elans now. with 
charming families growing u p arou nd 
them, are still and always Americans, 
with hearts and hands open to their wan­ 
dering cou ntrymen. 
Amu sements are many and varied. 
Two theaters were in operation, one with 
a wretched opera company from New 
York—why people will go sc far to sell 
80 little is hard to say; the other with a 
Japanese acrob atic trou pe, who were 
doing very well. 
Of late years President 
Gu zman ha« exercised g<xxl taste in pro­ 
hib iting those b loody scenes of the b u ll 
ring that have so long disgraced Madrid 
and Havana; and tto national entertain­ 
ment, deprived of its cru elty, seems to 
have lost attraction. 
Cock lighting re­ 
mains, however, and the excitab le, ner­ 
vou s crowds who go at every chance of 
witnessing it, soein to enjoy it very 
mu ch. -Dr. \V. F. Hu tchinson in Ameri­ 
can Magazine.
